| $8 Coined Is Not a Glittering Treas- 
ure-House, But a Plain Whitewash- 

; @d Interior Where Everything Is 
Done In the Most Orderly Manner 
—Weighing the Coins. 


A visit to the British Mint resulted 
in disillusionment to a representative 
}of The London Express. The walls of 
what he had in imagination pictured 
as a sort of Aladdin’s palace he found 
veiled with the whitewash of respect- 
ability, their dull, grey stone giving 
no hint of the millions t.ey enshrine. 
Childhood’s idea of the Mint work- 
man, gloating over glistening g ld, 
with difficulty restraining his hand;

Birds of Great Price. 


The British workimg-man hes done | ¢,, 


more than any other class to evo.ve 
and perfect the varied types of the 
canary. The largest specimens bare- 
ly exceed one ounce in weight, yet 
one breeder obtained $150 and $250 
respectively for pairs of birds match- 
ed for breeding, which, in the latter 
case, assuming the birds to avera 
one ounce each in weight, wou 
amount to $175 per ounce. for 
canaries. Here one might think the 
climax was reached. Not so! 

This sum had been exactly doubled 
previously by a Norwich firm of breed- 
ers and dealers who disposed of a re- 
markably fine-crested canary, univers- 
ally admitted the best of the breed 
ever produced up to that time, for 
$350. The same firm bought another 
notable crested canary for $100 from 
a workingman fancier who had only 
been in the fancy a short time. 

Perhaps one of the keenest specula- 
tions in bird-breeding was that of a 
fancier who bought a Lancashire hen 
canary for thirty shillings, and from 
her bred several hundreds of pounds 
worth of high-class crests. 


Not Popular in England. 


While the United Kingdom importcd 
363,000,000 pounds of apples, worth 
$10,654,000, in 1910, the im rts of 
the dried fruit is a negligible quan- 
tity. 

Ticins are not dried in Great Bri- 
tain, and the British consumer does 
not use them to any extent. The 
dried apples which find their way into 
the London market come from’ the 
United States and Canada, and are 
sold to cheap boarding houses, low- 
priced hotelg and to firms dealing 
in ship’s stores. One dealer in this 
commodity suggests that in an ordin- 
ary year London imports 50,000 to 
60,000 boxes of dried apples at $6 to 
$9.75 per box. The year just closed, 
however, has been far below the aver-

Speculation

The speculative tendency of 
the present day, based, as it is 
chiefly, upon a desire to get 
something for nothing, is de- 
trimental tothe best interests 
of the people asa whole. This 


tendency. manifests itself in 
various walks of life. Specula- 
tion, to be successful, must be 


associnted with the buying and, 
salling of something for which 
there is a.demand. Naturally 
this makes the common necess- 
ities of life the most profitable 
field of exploitation and specul- 
ation. Supply and demand, 
under ordinary circumstances, 
are supposed to be the chief 
factors in regulating the prices 
of. any commodity. However 
they are not the only means. 
The immense combinations of 
capital accumulated under the 
present system of Special 
Privilege is a powerful factor in 
controlling markets. We are 
all familiar with the rethods 
of the big stock gamblers of 
Wall Street b.- which the mouni- 
ed interests havV@ secured con- 
trol of transportation facilities 
of United Stites, and in fact 
exercise a dominant. intluence 
in national affairs. The advant- 
ages gained by these interests 
are due to their ability to raise 
or depress the market of stocks 
at will. We have seen some- 
what similar effects from the 
operations of the option market 
in the Chicago wheat pit. There 
it was the people’s bread that 
was being manipulated on the 
market. There is always a 
market value in it, though it 
may vary greatly from day to 
day. The cheif sufferers from 
such manipulation are the pro- 
ducers and consumers of wheat 
and bread. To the l'armer the 
price is reduced and to the latt- 
er enhanced, In Germany the 
state has stepped in and pro- 
hibited option trading, upon 
pain of penalty. In that 
country no perso) may sell un- 
less he has (‘0 article todeliver, 
In Canad. option trading in 
cheese and butter has also been 
prohibited by law. There are 
many thoughtful people who 
regard option trading in any 
food products as a distinet 
menace to the community con- 
cerned, This feeling is man- 
ifesting itself in a desire that 
the entire system of* option 
trading in wheat be investigat- 
ed, The rising and falling of 
the market price of wheat in 
the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
would furnish an opportunity 
for investigation.

A SKILFUL ARCHITECT. 


The Canadian Muskrat ts Cleverer 
Than the Beaver. 


When it comes to ingenuity in con- 
struction and system in domestic ar- 
rangements the beaver, master build- 
er that he is, can give the little Can- 
adian muskrat few pointers. In build- 
ing its house the muskrat selects a 
spot on the low marsh land that will 
be flooded at high tide or high water 
if on non-tidal margins. The animal 
tunnels from the bank of the stream 
or lagoon -or pond, as the case may 
be, beginning below the edge of low 
water mark, to the site it has select- 
ed for its home. 

These preliminaries completed, the 
muskrat cuts with its chisel-like 
teeth the broad, strong. stalks and 
leaves of the flag and long, coarse 
grass. These materials the busy lit- 
tle builder carries to the buildinz 
site, where it braids and twists them 


| together in circular form and builds 


them layer upon layer, gradually nar- 
rowing the structure until a firm, 
cone shaped house is the result. This 
strengthened and made 
comfortable by a liberal mixture of 
mortar made by ths muskrat out of 
the marsh mud. 

The interior of a muskrat’s house 
is always divided into two floors or 
stories. Sometimes it will have as 
many as four apartments, one above 
the other. The number is believed 
to be regulated by the expected height 
of the water. Access to them from 
below is by a chamber or gallery 
built around the inner edge, of the 
house and rising like a spiral stpir- 
way. The muskrat expects and wants 
the ground floor of its’ house to be 
flooded, but there must always be a 


| dry, warm room at the top. The in- 


terior is lined with a sheathing of 
dry grasses and leaves. The only en- 
trance and exit to the house is the 
subterranean passage from the bank 
of the water, the ground floor being 
on a level with that tunnel.
